Virtually all State and Provincial Insurance Departments have regulations concerning advertising. Most all require that 
any advertisement be reviewed and approved by the Home Office. 


Our Company policy requires all materials that your agency uses when dealing with prospects or policyholders, if not 
provided by American Income or National Income, to be forwarded to our office for review. All lead letters must be 
approved prior to mailing. Be sure your lead letters clearly state the AD&D coverage is provided through “American 
Income Life Insurance Company” or “National Income Life Insurance Company.” The full company name should 
be used, not just American Income Life or National Income. Also, the lead letter should state “an American Income 
(or National Income) representative will be calling to set up an appointment to deliver the benefits and explain other 
insurance coverage available to them.” 


In addition to lead letters, any forms used, presentations, phone scripts, or letters sent to a policyholder regarding 
American Income or National Income should be sent to Home Office for review. We are not mandating that you use 
specific forms or scripts, but we do want to preview what is being used when representing the Company prior to use. A 
confirmation will be sent once we have completed the review. 


The NAIC Model Regulation defines “Advertisement” as: 


ad * ver * tise * ment 
-noun 


material designed to create public interest in life insurance or annuities or in an insurer, 
or in an insurance producer; or to induce the public to purchase, increase, modify, 
reinstate, borrow on, surrender, replace, or retain a policy. 


FACT: the States require that if any benefit is mentioned in a brochure or flyer, all limitations must also be detailed. 


FACT: if you refer to a recommendation by any commercial rating system (example A.M. Best) you must clearly 
indicate the purpose of the recommendation and the limitations of the scope and extent of the recommendation. 


Please make sure any ads you are placing when recruiting agents are not misleading regarding the independent 
contractor position or compensation ranges anticipated. The agent needs to clearly understand their commissions are 
based on sales results.

The lessons taught at LDS are invaluable for those who wish to run their own agency and 
follow the SGA career track.

It has been said that the happiest people are not those 
without problems but those with the surest solutions.

DETERMINE THE PRICE TO BE PAID FOR SUCCESS 


When chasing success, the price is not negotiable. You

WORK AT MAXIMUM EFFORT

MEASURE IN SMALL INCREMENTS

maybe an uncooperative customer. Okay, it happens. 
But is it feasibly possible to book a month's worth of 
these individuals? 


Same scenario should be used with measuring the good 
things — they only occur in small increments. If success 
was driving across the entire country, imagine how 
much fun it would be reveling in each and every mile 
rather than celebrating at the very end. 


Additionally, a performance deviation caught early is 
much easier to get back on track rather than the train 
out of control. By measuring either success or failure 
in small increments, there is either more celebrating or 
quicker corrective action, both of which are good. 


NEVER GIVE UP 


In every failure, there is a seed to a greater success 
through lessons learned for future reference. That's 
called experience. A little more persistence, a little 
more effort, and a little more creative thinking can turn 
hopeless failure into magnificent success.
